The articles in metal 
are by Marchand and Charpentier, and attracted great atten- 
tion at the Paris exhibition, ‘The. meubles, which are of a very 
costly and elegant description, are hy MM, Grobe, Fréres, and have 
been arranged in the apartment with great taste. The chalices 
and other altar ornaments have been contributed by Willemsens, 
and are grouped together with all the ceremonial exactness of the 
Roman Catholic Church. The pianos and other musical instru- 
ments are by Erard, Kriegelstein, and Faulain; and, although none 
of the visitors present on Saturday night ventured to try, no doubt 
touched by a skilful hand they would all have ‘‘ discoursed most 
eloquent music.’”? The. last great feature in the exhibition of 
specimens in the third ream 8 the collection of porcelain from 
Sévres, conspicuous among which are three. superb vases, The 
largest, which is of a tazza form, is a combination of bronze and 
orcelain, the body of a brilliant blue, with garlands of flowers 
beautifully painted by Jacobs; the other two are of remarkably 
elegant upright forms, with dispersed gold grounds, and having in 
compartments the portraits of men illustrious in the arts of peace, 

Tu the small corridor leading to the fourth room are two pieces 
of furniture carved in gak, b Graohé, which excited unqualified 
admiration, ‘To the contents of the fourth room we have already 
alluded in general terns, and there is little exhibited therein which 
appears to merit distinct notice. One point, however, is the display 
of ornamental mouldings in laminated zine, Dy the ‘ Société des 
Zines de la Vieille Montagne,” which gained the large gold medal 
at the late Paris Exposition, The effect. of substituting these 
mouldings for the expensive process of wood-carving, for stone 
capitals on pillars, and for the copper sheathing of ships, were all 
illustrated by specimens, and the invention appeared to give great 
satisfaction to all who examined it. Another thing in this room 
which attracted considerable notice was a new machine, exhibited 
by M. Schlumberger, of Mulhouse, for carding wool. It appears 
to act with great ease, and ina very effectual manner; and we were 
assured that it would card from 50'lb. to GO Ib. of wool in the day. 
In the great and useful department of industry which the collection 
of this fourth room represents, Iingland, when she tries her hand 
at an exposition, will, no doubt, excel all other countries—a cir- 
cumstance which will probably render the whole collection a re- 
markable contrast to the elegant and well-selected assemblage of 
objects which have been intrusted to the direction of M. Sallan- 
drouze de Lamournaix, 

The fifth room, which ig surrounded by a gallery supported on 
columns, contains numerous specimens of various manufactures, 
among which may be mentioned a collection of optical instruments 
by the celebrated Lerebours, of Paris, Among these is an object= 
lass, said to be the largest and clearest yet manufactured. This 
apartment also contains specimens of silk, satin, and velvet manu- 
factures from the looms of Lyons, all of extraordinary beauty in 
design and brillianey and taste in colour. Among them is,one large 
and two smali panels embroidered with the arms of Lyons, and 
intended for the Hotel de Ville of that tity, The staircase leading 
up to the gallery is ornamented by paper from the manufactory of 
4ubec, who recently received the decoration of the Legion of 
Honour for the improvements he has introduced into this branch of 
national industry. The gallery contains books published by Mat- 
thias, Plou, Pagtierre, and others, whose reputations are European, 
and who have contributed largely to the exhibition, ‘The walls are 
ornamented with, shawls, carpets, printed goods, lace, &c.; and, 
amidst the other specimens of man’s ingenuity introduced, there 
are several toys which, we shrewdly suspect, will excite the curiosity 
and attention of old visitors, as well ag young, on their round of 
inspection, . 

Two small rooms only remain to be noticed: the first containing 
those beautiful Cashmere shawls for the manufacture of which 
France has almost an exclusive reputation, and to which we have 
referred above. In this room also are placed specimens of lace 
from the manufactories of Delile and Deschamps; and artistic 
jewellery from Fromend Mcurice, Rudolphi, Rouvenat, Philippe, 
and others, The last room is sct apart for the produce of the 
manufactories of M. Sallandrouze de Lamournaix, and worthily 
closes the suite of apartments dedicated to the reception of this 
rare’ and interesting collection. Here js seen tapestry little 
inferior to that of the Gobelins in any respect, except the price; 
curtains destined for the reception-rooms at the Hotel de Ville, 
Paris ; portieres in all the best styles, and a variety of other pro- 
ductions, for which M, Sallandrouze de Lamournaix has been 
honoured by the decoration of the Cross of the Legion of Honour, 
and medais at each exposition from a very early period, 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Avstnta,—At Vienna, Prince Alexander Hohenlohe, the titular 
Bishop of Sardica and Grand Provost of Groswardein, has just 
expired, in the fifty-tifth year of his age. 

Tue Carn or Goon Horr.—On the 2st of September the 
Neptune had come to anchor in Simon's Bay, with 282 convicts on 
board, from Bermuda. Seven had died on the passage, The 
arrival of the Neptune had caused great excitement at Cape Town, 
and on its being known the chureh bells were set ringing. The 
town council met, and agreed then and there to write to the go- 
vernor, stating that the people had made up their minds not to 
allow the landing of the convicts; the council hoped that he (the 
governor) would order the departure of the Neptune so soon as she 
could be victualled and got ready for despatch; and at the same 
time intimating that his excellency would be responsible for the 
consequences that might arise from his refusal to accede to their 
request. The governor sent an ambiguous answer, but intimated 
that before taking action he would communicate with the home 
Government, and regretted the haughty tone of the council, Which 
excitement might have caused, but which was unjustifiable, The 
letter of the governor was read with groans and hisses, After con- 
sultation the council resolved to await the return of a committee of 
inquiry that had been sent to Simon's Bay, notwithstanding the 
excitement that prevailed, and business was entirely suspended, 
The Boors were arming, with threats to shoot every convict they met 


THe OVERLAND Matu.—By extraordinary express, advices in 
anticipation of the overland mail, from Bombay to the 17th 
of October, and Calcutta to the 6th of October, have come ‘to 
hand. ‘The present arrival brings advices from China to the 
29th of. September, but no sews of particular interest, A 
great error was committed at the close of the Punjaub cam- 
paign, in allowing Chutter Singh, Shere Singh, and other pbs 
chiefs to remain at large in their villages, undera mere verba 
romise that they would behave themselves as loyal subjects, and 
end their aid to no plots or rebellions, We have full proot how 
great was the mistake into which the authorities then fell, ‘Lhe 
chiefs have been intriguing and caballing against the new order of

nor misspending one. Time is lost by not occupying it, and mis- 
spent by not occupying it well, O, how different a being in your 
presence had the utterer of these words been, if at this hour it could 
have been said of him, through seventy-seven years of pilgrimage 
on earth (to borrow the language of an inspired prophet), ‘As the 
days of a tree only have been his days,’ not in number only, but in 
the performance of duties. Far otherwise, however, I must testify 
of myself, ‘Lime is lost in not employing it, and misspent in 
employing it ill. Millions of moments have T lost by idleness, and 
millions more I have misspent, if not in doing positive evil (though 
no small portion may be charged to that account), misspent in not 
doing that which alone is good in the sight of God. It needs no 
affectation of humility to make this confession before my friends 
around me on this peculiar occasion, when they are delighting to do 
me honour—which I can only return, as I do, with gratitude.

Fire iy Davkerrn PaLacu.—Yesterday week con- 
siderable alarm was excited in the town of Dalkeith by the report 
of a fire having broken out in the palace of his Grace the Duke o 
Buccleuch, which, however, happily proved to be of limited extent. 
The origin of the fire appears to have been the carelessness of some 
plumbers engaged in the repair of the roof of the palace, who, 
immediately before dinner, heaped up the fire in a ‘chaffer,’”” or 
grate, with coals, so as to be ready upon their return, and then left 
it with no one in charge. The grate stood upon an iron plate upon 
the roof, which, in the absence of the workmen, became red-hot, 
and, melting the lead, set fire to the roof of the north-east attic, 
which is used as an apartment for servants. Fortunately, the fire 
was soon discovered, when the engine belonging to the establish- 
ment of his grace was put in such vigorous operation by the ser- 
vants and others engaged about the grounds that in a few minutes 
the flames were extinguished. The damage is happily limited, 
consisting in a small hole burnt in the roof, and the effect of the 
water used in subduing’ the fire. 

Turn Botron Crarrvoyanre AND Sir Joun 
FRrANKLIN.—Mr. Haddock, of Bolton, writes to the Manchester 
Guardian, observing that none of the previous statements of the 
clairvoyante are contradicted by the arrival of Sir James Ross, 
Her assertions that Sir James had not seen Sir John Franklin, that 
he was nearer to England, and that two ships, connected in some 
way with the expedition, were coining home, were now known to 
be correct. He (Mr. Haddock) had since, three times, put her into 
the internal state to make further inquiries, She said that the two 
ships which had arrived were what she saw and meant; and that 
the ship of which she spoke, when the naval officer was at Bolton 
on the 26th of September, as having the “ sheets up,’”’ was one of 
them. She was then informed of a discrepancy in her statements 
as to the ships in the ice. She said, ‘Sir John Franklin said he 
had not seen Sir James Ross, and I thought they’ must be his 
ships.” She persists in saying that the ships she meant are still 
where she saw them, also that Sir John Franklin is alive, and 
where she said he was, and that he still thinks of getting away by 
the time he stated, but that he will not come back the way he 
As a further test of Sir John’s actual position, he (Mr. 
ad tried her at different times of the day with a watch, 
and invariably found that she gave a difference of about six hours 
and a half. ‘Taking all things into consideration, Mr. Haddock 
thinks the friends of Sir John Franklin may consider the pro- 
bability of his being alive, as far as clairvoyance can determine it, 
is rather increased than diminished. In conclusion, Mr, Haddock 
suggests the possibility of Sir John being ultimately released from 
his situation by an accident, as Sir James Ross has been,

However, the approaching train 
proved to be a goods train from Manchester, and, having been duly 
signalled, was stopped in time to prevent a collision. When the 
excitement had somewhat subsided it was ascertained that the 
engine of he DRSRSE TEA had come in contact with a portion of 
a luggage-train which had become detached going down the Whiston 
incline, the fore part of the latter train having proceeded towards 
Huyton. The guard on the end van of the luggage-train that had 
become detached had perceived his danger, applied his brakes, and 
signalled; and he had only just time to jump off when a collision 
took place, the engine of the passenger-train running into the van 
which was reared up in the air, and, with two or three of the trucks, 
shattered to pieces. The engine, which was thrown off the line, 
was very much injured, and aiso the luggage-van next to it the 
chimney of the former being broken off. “the brakes had been 
applied on the engine, and by the guard, but did not take effect in 
consequence of the wet state of the rails, it raining very hard at the 
time.

The good prior of the convent, who was a man of great learn- 
ing and piety, entered so much into Columbus's views that he 
offered to take care of his son, Diego, and to give himself letters 
of recommendation to a friend who could procure him an 
audience from King Ferdinand, Columbus accepted the offer, 
and soon started off to Cordova, where the King and Queen 
then were, But for along time his poverty, and the wars in 
which the King was engaged against the Moors, prevented his 
success; until Queen Isabella appointed a body of priests, 
learned men, and astronomers, to investigate his projects, They 
did s0; pronounced them feasible; and at the end of five years, 
the wars against the Moors heing completed, the King pro- 
vided him with three ships and a sufficient number of men to 
navigate them, and gave him the title of Admiral of the Ocean, 

Before long, Columbus had set sail on hig voyage of discovery 
with the three ships; one of which was commanded b himself, 
and the other two by two brothers, Vincent and Alonzo

is noted as the birthplace of the celebrated Mrs. Siddons who was 
born at a public-house called the Shoulder of Mutton, on the l4th 
of July, 1755; and from this Shoulder of Mutton emanated the 
greatest actress that ever graced the stage. At this place was algo 
born Thomas Coke, an eminent missionary in the Weileyan con- 
nection, who received his education at the college school at Brecon 
and took his degree of LL.D. ; but he soon after became acquainted 
with the celebrated John Wesley, who in a short time brought him 
over to his opinions, and in 1784 he went as a missionary to North 
America, After having completed my sketch of Tretwr I began 
with the curiosity of an artist, to explore the beautiful neighbour. 
hood, when the sopnery that met my view was fitting the pencil of 
a Claude to delineate, for a greater variety could scarcely be found 
on the same space of ground. Here every change, from the softest 
repose of Nature to her wildest efforts, were all beautifully blended 
and formed a coup d’qil truly romantic. While contemplating the 
beauties by which I was surrounded I was surprised by the appear- 
ance of an old man, who approached me unobserved until close b 
my side. You appear much struck with this lace, sir,’ he sai 
lifting up his hat, and at the same time displaying a head whose 
silvery whiteness bore evidence of the advanced age of its venerable 
possessor. ‘ It is, indeed, a spot of much beauty,’’ I answered 
‘* and I was wondering what might be the history of yonder little 
cot, so closely nestled under that rock as to be scarcely discernible 
to a passing stranger. It has evidently been a favourite habitation ; 
for the roses, honeysuckle, and clematis, that. still row 80 
luxuriantly about it in all the loveliness of untrammelle nature 
tell a tale of female charms and taste not to be mistaken and well 
in accordance with the scene around.” “ You are mistaken sir,’?

Though the lights of literature never 
illumined the mind of this unfortunate, there were times when it 
seemed as if the very spirit of inspiration was breathed into his 
soul, and his heart would pour forth with an almost inconceivable 
grandeur the sacred truths he had learnt and treasured up in his 
memory. ‘This was his sole study and delight. He was frequently 
missing for hours; and when the old man would go to seek him he 
was to be found in some sheltered pec amongst the mountains, 
repeating to himself the miracles of old, when God made himself 
manifest to his own people; but when he saw his father he would 
hurry to him, and kissing his face, down which the tears often rolled, 
go with him to their home, It was about this time that the disciples of 
Wesley were first known in this part of the kingdom, and men began 
to feel the truths that they before so often scoffed at, or, at least, 
treated with ridicule, Evil is never entirely rooted out; yet, what- 
ever revilers may say to the contrary, these men laid the foundation 
of a mighty fabric of religion and piety, which their successors have 
built upon, and now have made so conspicuous over the world, 
Once poor Robin contrived to be present when Wesley himself 
preached.

Liverpool at forty-six minutes past five p.m. The train left Carlisle 
at half-past eleven, and proceeded with perfect safety till it arrived 
within a short distance of Hoyton-quarry station, when the passen- 
gers were alarmed by the shrill and continuous sound of the whistle, 
immediately succeeded by a loud crash and a sudden jerk, which 
had the effect of throwing the passengers forward in their seats 
with great force, and it was at once apparent that something very 
serious had happened in the fore-part of the train. The passengers 
issued out of the carriages in the greatest consternation; and 
almost immediately, another train appcaring in sight behind, a cry 
was raised of ‘‘The express! the express! it is running into us!” 
To describe the excitement at this moment would be utterly impos- 
sible; and the people, 8ome with their luggage, and others reckless 
of anything except lifé and safety, ran down the steep embankment, 
and fell with great violence over the wall at the bottom, whilst others 
jumped into the field beneath. However, the a proaching train 
proved to be a goods train from Manchester, and, hands been duly 
signalled, was stopped in time to prevent a collision, When the 
excitement had somewhat subsided it was ascertained that the 
engine of the passengeér-train had come in contact with a portion of 
a luggage-train which had become detached going down the Whiston 
incline, the fore part of the latter train having proceeded towards 
Huyton. The guard on the end van of the luggage-train that had 
become detached had abtsrer ee his danger, applied his brakes, and 
signalled; and he had only just time to jump off when a collision 
took place, the engine of tle passenger-train running into the van, 
which was reared up in the air, and, with two or three of the trucks, 
shattered to pieces. The engine, which was thrown off the line, © 
was very much injured; and also the luggage-yan next to it, the 
chimney of the former being broken off. ‘Lhe brakes had been 
applied on the engine, and by the guard, but did not take effect in 
consequence of the wet state of the rails, it raining very hard at the 
time. The men maiptained their position, sustaining only slight 
injury. Most of the passengers, particularly those in the second 
and third class carriages, at the back part of the train, were very 
inuch bruised and stunned, aiid some of them sustained severe cuts, 
‘Trains from Manchester and tlie north followed on the same line, 
but were stopped in time to prevent further accident.

Brecknock in picturesque beauties, ‘The different mills and bri ges 
on the rivers Usk and Houddw, with the ivy-mantled walls and 


towers of the old Castle of Tretwr, added to the magnificent range 
of mountain scenery, form in many points of view the most beau- 
tiful, rich, and varied outline imaginable. The town of Brecknock 
is noted as the birthplace of the celebrated Mrs. Siddons, who was 
born at a public-house called the Shoulder of Mutton, on the 14th 
of July, 1755; and from this Shoulder of Mutton emanated the 
greatest actress that ever graced the stage. At pute pikes was also 
born Thomas Coke, an eminent missionary in the esleyan con- 
nection, who received his education at the college school at Brecon, 
and took his degree of LL.D. ; but he soon after became acquainted 
with the celebrated John Wesley, who in a short time brought him 
over to his opinions, and in 1784 he went as a missionary to North 
America, After having completed my sketch of Tretwr I began, 
with the curiosity of an artist, to explore the beautiful neighbour- 
hood, when the scenery that met my view was fitting the pencil of 
a Claude to delineate, for a ae variety could scarcely be found 
on the same space of ground. Here every change, from the softest 
repose of Nature to her wildest efforts, were all beautifully blended, 
and formed a coup @’eil truly romantic. While contemplating the 
beauties by which I was surrounded I was surprised by the appear- 
ance of an old man, who approached me unobserved until close b 
my side. ‘* You appear much struck with this funees sir,” he said, 
lifting up his hat, and at the same time displaying a head whose 
silvery whiteness bore evidence of the advanced age of its venerable 
possessor. ‘ It is, indeed, a spot of much beauty,’ I answered, 
‘and I was wondering what might be the history of yonder little 
cot, so closely nestled under that rock as to be scarcely discernible 
to a passing stranger, It has evidently been a favourite habitation ; 
for the roses, honeysuckle, and clematis, that still row 80 
luxuriantly about it in all the loveliness of untrammelle nature, 
tell a tale of female charms and taste not to be mistaken, and well 
in accordance with the scene around.” ‘ You are mistaken, sir,” 
he said, ‘‘the inmates of that cottage were well known to me. {t 
is widely different from what it was in former days; but thirt 
years ago not a prettier could be seen for many miles, or happier 
hearts than those of itsinmates. Ifyou would like to hear a stor 
unconnected with any very romantic event, and not think an old 
man’s garrulity tedious, I will take a seat on the bank beside you 
and tell you all I know of its former inhabitants, David and Kitty 
Williams were an honest, worthy couple, with one son, the only 
remaining one of a large family who had been reared in that little 
cottage; the others were gone to distant parts of the country, settled 
out in the busy world, only now and then paying a visit of a few 
days to gladden the hearts of their fond parents by a sight of their 
children, and returning to play their parts in other places ; but this 
son who remained never could be expected to leave them.
